A question that has for a long 
time beqp discussed and “cussed' 
by the peop’e of the county and 
O'M which baa puzzled the minds 
ot officials upon whom devolves 
the means of superintending 
tiem, is the co»d question. Tl e 
latest means and the one now in 
force, is a road toperiatendem 
with two assistants. Tbit 
method is, we believe a good ore; 
ss three men can well look after 
- the roads of the county and see 
that the money is judiciously 
expended. It is true the amount 
of money at the disposal of the 
officials is not sufficient to keep 
the roads io the best possible con¬ 
dition, bn: it is all we bare, and 
itisnoese to build air castles 
beyond what we actually have. 
The pooch discussed State aid as 
It is called, Is not State aid in 
tact, Under its provision each 
county has to bear the expense 
of itfe own roads, which is but 
just after all. 

Taking the road question an 
dor present conditions it is not 
so much s question of how to 
maintain the roads, as how to 
keep from destroying them. It 
is not so much a question of con¬ 
struction as of obstrnction and 
deatroctioo, and while more mo¬ 
ney would aid materally and sub¬ 
stantially in improving the 
roads, yet in our humble judge¬ 
ment, if the money now appro- 
prated for road purposes is ju¬ 
diciously expended and certain 
conditions are observed by the 
public, that the roads can not 
only be maintained and preserved 
from destruction, bat improved. 

The question of a judicious ex¬ 
penditure of the money appro¬ 
priated rests with the three men 
appointed for that purpose. 
They are all enterprising and 
reasonable men aud while we be¬ 
lieve they will require that every 
dollar appropriated to any sec¬ 
tion Is properly expended, at 
the same time persona desiring 
to work on the roads will find 
them reasonable snd - square in 
all their dealings. 

As to destruction of the roads 
evsryooe who travels them 
knows, that obstructions of vam- 
onskinds, as fences, brush, etc., 
art wilfully although we are glad 
to say, not maliciously, but care¬ 
lessly and thoughtlessly thrown 
io the ditches, whereby the watei 
is turned into the road bed, and 
in one single rain storm, often 
WO damage is wrought because 
of one obstruction. The Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature has thought to 
remove these obstructions by 
making it an offense punishable 
by a fine of $2.00 per day that 
the obstruction remains in the 
ditch after it has been there 5 
days. And it is made tbe duty 
of the supervisors to see that 
violators of this law are duly 
prosecuted. Tbe law is a good 
one and we hope tbe snperyizors 
will not ouerlook its
